DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 11, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by JP 07-149575. 

JP '575 teaches a composition which comprises silica sol having silica up to a 
level of 5%, and a polyacrylic acid at a level of 0.001 - 1 .0%, which overlaps in scope 
with the levels of up to 400 ppm of the present invention. 

3. Claims 12-15 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 21-27 and 29-33 are allowable over the art of record. 

5. Applicant's amendment has overcome the rejection under 35 USC 112. 
Applicant's arguments with respect to JP '575 have been considered but are not 
deemed persuasive. The range of 0.001 to 1 .0 parts per 100 parts of the composition 
described by JP '575 is equivalent to 10 to 10,000 parts per million, which is inclusive of 
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the 0.01 to 400 parts of the present invention. The point of 0.01 taught in the abstract is 
100 parts per million. Even if applicants arguments were valid in only considering the 
sol and polyacrylic acid, 1 part polyacrylic acid per 5000 parts silicate is equal to 200 
parts per million. There is thus no distinction seen in the claimed material and the 
teachings of JP '575.
